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Identification and Weights 

FE have nothing but admiration for Chairman 

Herbert Bayard Swope and the other mem- 
bers of the New York Racing Commission for the 
vigorous manner in which they have laid hold of 
certain problems of the Turf. During the summer 
meeting of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners at Saratoga Springs there 
were three principal topics of discussion: A more 
complete system of identifying horses in compe- 
tition; a general increase in weights carried by 
horses in competition; a revision and standard- 
ization of the rules governing apprentice jockeys. 
While all three of these matters were passed on 
for later consideration by the national body, New 
York has proceeded to action. 

On the subject of identification New York has 
a rule providing that, beginning in 1938, “no 
horse shall be permitted to race at any New 
York meeting until a certificate of registration- 
identification, or photostatic copy thereof, is 
filed in the racing secretary’s office of the track 
conducting the meeting,”’ and the services of The 
Jockey Club have been enlisted toward putting 
the new rule into effect. 

In the matters of apprentice allowances and 
weight increases it is not likely that New York 
will act independently, for in these cases one 
must march with the army or be trampled. But 
Mr. Swope, taking quite seriously his work as 
chairman of the national association’s committee 
on jockeys, has sent out a questionnaire (printed 
in last week’s issue) designed apparently to fur- 
nish the association's members with the com- 
posite opinions of owners, trainers, and officials. 
Very likely a concrete proposal will be ready for 
the N. A. S. R. C. in January. 

Last week we received a letter from one of 
America’s best known and most experienced 
racing commissioners. We cannot use the writer’s 
name, as he did not give such permission, but 
we take the liberty to quote a part of the letter: 


It seems to me that requiring the certificate of each 


horse to be filed before he could start would cause a 
great deal of inconvenience to trainers, and a certain 
amount of confusion. Most places require 2-year-olds’ 
certificates before they can start the first time. On a 
number of occasions there was enough discrepancy 
between the certificate and the horse to require ad-

issued. Might not older horses’ markings change even 
more and some horse that is very. generally known 
would be so different from his certificate that a lot of 


confusion and excitement would be caused. I think 
that if racing officials are careful it is impossible to run 
a ringer and besides do we want to create the impres- 
sion that no horseman can be trusted? My experience 
has been that with a few exceptions horsemen are an 
extremely honest lot. 

The present apprentice rule of five pounds and one 
year from riding his first winner or until he has ridden 
iO winners seems a very fair rule to me. The only 
change I would be in favor of would be an additional 


two pounds (seven pounds) to his original contract 
employer when riding for him; when the contract is 


transferred the two pounds to cease. I think it would 
certainly make very much better riders if they had to 


serve a one-year apprenticeship before they could ride 
a race, but with so much racing and so many tracks 


running at the time there would be a shortage 

of riders. 
Increased weight—the same scale, but not permitting 

the racing secretary to condition races of more than 


approximately five pounds below the scale—seems to me 


same 


to be very desirable, but could only be done if all 
states agreed to it, and kept their agreement. (And 


have all states lived up to all rules they have agreed 
TT iia help me very much to know what THE BLoop- 
Horst thinks of these questions. I always enjoy your 
magazine and compliment you on what it stands for. 

Briefly, THE BLOOD-HORSE favors a more com- 
plete identification system for horses, not be- 
‘ause ringers are so prevalent, but because they 
put such a scandal upon racing when they do 
occur. There will be inconveniences when the rule 
goes into general effect, if it ever does, but we 
believe that the results will be well worth the 
trouble. 

We believe also that the first business in order 


in connection with jockeys is that of higher 
weights. Apprentice allowances are of minor 


importance in comparison with the problem of 
weights, and should not be allowed to take prece- 
Gence over a movement which looks toward the 
correction of a patent injustice. We should like 
to see minimum weights prescribed in every 
state, and a rule passed to that effect, with the 
provision that the rule becomes effective after 
every racing state has passed it. 

As for the objection that so much supervision 
tends to create the impression that horsemen are 
dishonest, we know that many splendid men are 


resentful of the attitude taken by the rule-pass- | 


ers, but we believe the wrath of the many 
righteous is easier to bear than the chiseling of 
the few cheats.

A Trainers Diary - - 


By VENTURE ALL 
EPTEMBER 13. A cold rain fell from leaden 
skies this morning, and everything walked ex- 
cept Steve, which got out for a gallop during a 
lull in the rain, since he had already been walked 
for two days, and there is a race in the book for 
him tomorrow. 


SEPTEMBER 14. Clearing skies, but the track 
still muddy and drying out slowly. Sent Steve and 
Merry to the gate and broke them away together 
and let them go a quarter-mile in :26, and pulled 
them up. Both broke well. I thought Steve needed 
breaking before nis race today, as he has not 
broken from the gate in some time. Kitty and 
King galloped, and the others walked. 

In his maiden start Steve behaved quietly, broke 
well, and was running fourth for the first quarter- 
mile, when he began to move up and around the 
leaders. He came into the stretch just behind the 
first horse, which he headed at the sixteenth pole. 
When he got to the top, he seemed uncertain as 
to what was expected of him all alone, and being 
somewhat tired anyhow, he hesitated just enough 
to get off stride and allow himself to be beaten a 
length and a half. This was an excellent effort, 
however, and I was well pleased with him. 


SEPTEMBER 15. I plan to run Edna day after 
tomorrow, and she has had nothing but a slow 
three-furlong breeze in the mud since her race of 
September 7. I told Mike to let her step right 
along from the three-eighths pole to the stand, 
after galloping her around the track once. She 
worked the three-eighths in :33 flat, but would 
not be pulled up, and I caught her a half-mile in 
:48 and five-eighths in 1:02 before she came back 
to a gallop. This was more work than I thought 
necessary, but shows her fitness and freshness. 
King went out for a mile work, and I secured a 
working mate for him from one of my friends, 
as King does not like to work alone. They broke 
together at the three-quarter pole and worked six 
furlongs in 1:15, King under a pull all the way. 
At this point the other horse began to weaken, and 
King went alone seven-eighths in 1:29, but began 
to pull up badly and finished out the mile in 1:44, 
when it looked as if he might have done it easily 
in 1:41 had he been willing. He finished 15 lengths 
before his working mate, however. Merry gal- 
loped two miles, and Kitty galloped and worked 
a slow quarter. Others walked. Entered Merry in 
a maiden six furlong race for tomorrow. 


SEPTEMBER 16. Kitty galloped two miles and 
Merry one mile. Others all walked. 

Merry was a bit nervous in the paddock, but 
I had Bill, the pony, brought over with her, and 
she did not become unusually nervous or hot. 
She behaved well at the gate, broke well, and 
continued to move up until she lay second at the 
eighth-pcle, where she began to weaken, and 
finished fifth, beaten only a few lengths. Was well 
pleased with her race, and think she may win 
her next. 

A buyer called at the barn this morning to 
know what I would take for General. After I had 
shown him the X-ray plates of General's injury, 
and then shown him the colt, I gave him a price, 
and he is to iet me know tomorrow. 

Entered Edna in a six-furlong race for to- 
morrow.

pony, and Kitty worked three-eighths in :39. 

Edna just doesn’t seem able any more to get 
running until the field has taken a good lead on 
her. After getting plenty of lengths behind today, 
she began running over horses and came around 
her field to place fourth, beaten only a little——but 
beaten. Quite disappointing. If only there were 
some longer races for 2-year-olds, I believe she 
would seldom lose. 

I closed the sale of General today, and he is 
going to Kentucky to spend the winter and com- 
plete the healing of his injury. It was very hard 
to make up my mind to part with this good colt, 
but when breeding for the market, it is usually a 
mistake to turn down good offers, and I soon 
have to make room for a number of young things 
coming from the farm this fall. The buyer was 
willing to take the chance of the colt’s getting 
sound, as he knows he will have a top 3-year-old 
if the injury heals. And top horses are almost 
unpurchasable, except as yearlings. In the sale 
I acquired a 3-year-old filly which won her last 
start at a mile and a sixteenth, called Nadine. 
In that race she turned her ankle, and was sore 
on it for a couple of days, but on examination I 
could see that the injury was not permanent. I

had tne leg done up in absorbent lotion, and at 
“doing up time” again rubbed it with absorbent 
and over that rubbed my glycerine sweat, and put 
the leg away under deep cotton and bandage. 

SEPTEMBER 18. Steve, Kitty, and King galloped, 
the latter two miles. Others all walked. 

Everything in the barn is eating its entire ration 
of grain, and also doing well with hay. Mabyn 
is about over her injury, and only a little fever 
remains in it, but no filling. Devil’s legs are im- 
proving and he is walking all right, but that 
knee is still filled. 

General went away this morning to join his 
new stablemates, and he never looked so regal as 
now, all fat and round, with a crease down the 
middle of his back, and his coat glistening sil- 
very-red. We took some pictures of him. 

This is the last day of the Narragansett Park 
meeting, and the boys began packing up for a 
move to Rockingham Park tomorrow. I sent Irish 
to get all the outstanding bills in for payment, 
and was relieved when I found the feed bill not 
nearly so abnormal as at the spring meeting here. 
The cost per horse per day was found to be 
about $1.06 for feed, as against $1.45 last spring. 
In normal times, and under normal conditions 
of competition in Kentucky and Illinois, most of 
the time the cost of feeding was not more than 
65 cents. Two of the New England tracks allow 
a feed concession and have no competition in feed 
at their tracks. Any one knows what that means. 
Most of these Yankees seem to think the horsemen 
are all millionaires, and charge them accordingly 
for everything. 

SEPTEMBER 19. All the horses walked for 20 
minutes this morning, as it was found that the 
vans could not be expected before early afternoon. 
Final packing was done, and horses were fed their 
grain at the usual time in the middle of the day. 
Vans arrived, the tack was loaded, and then the 
norses were led on the vans and backed into 
their stalls. Rope-racks of hay were hung at their 
heads, and they were away for the next stand by 
3 p.m. All my horses load readily except Mabyn, 
and by blindfolding her I can lead her anywhere, 
so she is no trouble either. Many horses, however, 
refuse to ascend the narrow stage-planks pro- 
vided by vans, and put up quite a fight before 
being got in by some ruse or another, if not 
finally by main strength and awkwardness, Every 
horse has some particular weakness, however, 
and trainers find out just what that is in a short 
time, and always take advantage of it to make 
their charges easy to handle, when otherwise 
there might be trouble and delay. What will work 
wonders with one horse will be of no avail with 
another. Barring delays incidental to Sunday 
traffic, which is always very heavy in New Eng- 
land, the vans should reach their destinations be- 
fore dark tonight, as the distance is only about 
70 miles. 


HAiGint Winner . . 
“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 
Frank Gilpin 
ENCOUNTERED Frank Gilpin at Aqueduct re- 
cently and learned from him that he had severed 
his connection with the stable of Mrs. Emil 
Denemark and that he proposed to open a public 
stable and train such horses as he secured and 


several of his own on the eastern circuit for the 
balance of the season and then go south to Florida.

When I asked him what was the first winner he 
had ever trained he said it was a mare called 
Fluffy Ruffles, a bay mare, foaled in 1921, by 
Knights Differ out of Frou Frou, by *Meddler 
out of Hypocrite, by Longfellow, bred by J. C. 
Fletcher at Downsview, Ontario, Canada. 

Like many another first-class trainer, Frank 
Gilpin began training horses on the other side 
of the border. It was at Hamilton August 1, 1925, 
that Fluffy Ruffles carried his colors to victory 
for the first time. She carried 103 pounds, was 
ridden by J. McTigue, was an outsider in the bet- 
ting. On a muddy track she nodded down a nose 
in front of Tiger Tim. The time was 1:544; for 
the 1 1-16 miles, and the purse was $700 to the 
winner. The race was restricted to Canadian- 
foaled horses. Fred Schelke was programmed as 
trainer. Mr. Gilpin did not possess a license at 
the time, but actually trained the mare, as he did 
for her other two victories that year, one at 
Connaught Park September 2, and at Dorval Park 
September 17. In her last two victories, scored 
by a nose and a head, J. Coleman was program- 
med as trainer, but Fluffy Ruffles was trained by 
Mr. Gilpin. He took out a training license the 
following year. 

Frank Gilpin is firmly of the opinion that Stand 
-at was the best horse he ever trained. At Pim- 
lico in November, 1934, Max Hirsch dropped 
Stand Pat, then owned by Parker Corning, into 
a claiming race and Frank Gilpin claimed the 
son of John P. Grier and Low Degree, by *Llangib- 
by, for $3,500. He proved to be a rare bargain. 
At that time Frank Gilpin was training for the 
late Edward F. Seagram. Stand Pat developed 
stakes winning quality. The following year, 1935, 
ne started in 24 races, won nine, was second in 
seven, third in two, earning $28,225. Among his 
victories were the Philadelphia Handicap, the 
Miles Standish Handicap, the Col. Alger Memorial 


Handicap, and the Joseph McLennan Memorial 
Handicap. The next year Stand Pat won two 
stakes and $19,820. His victories were scored in 


the Wolverine and Stars and Stripes Handicaps. 
In the latter he beat Corinto and Whopper. An- 
other good claim made by Frank Gilpin was Tem- 
pestuous, taken for $1,750 from George D. Wide- 
ner. 

In common with most trainers he rates Man 0’ 
War as having been the best race horse he ever 
saw, and he thinks the late Frank Musante’s 
My Dear was the best race mare he ever saw. 

Confining his impressions wholly to Canadian- 
bred horses, be expresses the opinion the best 
horse he ever saw which was bred north of the 
border was Inferno. (Between us, Frank Gilpin 
must be far older than he looks. Inferno belonged 
to the late Joseph E. Seagram. He was a son of 
Havoc out of Bon Ino, by Marauder, and was 
foaled as long ago as 1902. He won the King’s 
Plate in 1905 and was a good winner on both sides 
of the border.) He also states the best mare bred 
in Canada, in his opinion, was Young Kitty, win- 
ner of the King’s Plate in 1928, a daughter of 
Old Koenig and Gallant Kitty, bred by the Sea- 
gram Stable. 

Frank Gilpin has done little training on the 
metropolitan circuit, but in Canada, in California, 
in Maryland, and in Florida he has gained recogni- 
tion among his associates as a first-class horse- 
man. In the past two years under his management 
the stable of the late Edward F. Seagram fared 
as follows: 1935, 39 races and $59,410; 1936, 27 
races and $52,960. 

BEAUCLERC 
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PEDIGREE POINTS - 
Hollyrood 


HE books of the most popular stallions are 
going to fill early this season. Many of the 
top-notchers are already full for 1938 and book- 
ing for 1939. Thus the young stallions which have 
recently entered the stud, or which are to begin 
service in 1938, are going to come in for a great 
deal of attention from mare owners. Accordingly 
I shall set down occasionally, as space permits, 
a few notes on some of the younger generation. 
Choosing the best horses in a new crop of 
untried stallions is no easy task for a breeder 
to undertake. He must simply assume that any 
young horse which had high class as a racer and 
a good pedigree is likely to succeed, and that 
the success will be roughly proportional to the 
racing class, provided adequate opportunities are 
given him. 

Hal Price Headley’s Hollyrood was bred to 
a few mares last spring, and now about seven 
foals by him are on their way. Hollyrood prob- 
ably would have remained in training this year 
but for the fact that he “stepped in a hole, or 
something” at Narragansett Park last fall and 
caused a tendon injury which reappeared when 
he was put in training last spring. After his 
lameness returned he was retired and given a 
brief season at stud. 

The class of Hollyrood is indicated by numer- 
ous races. At two he won the Pimlico Futurity, 
beating Grand Slam, Ned Reigh, Snark, and other 
good ones. He also won the Maplewood Handi- 
cap, was second to Grand Slam in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes, and second to Tintagel in 
the Futurity. At three he won the Chicago Derby 
and Detroit Derby, in the latter race setting a 
new track record of 1:57%5 for 1 3-16 miles. He 
was second to Rushaway in the Latonia Derby, 
third to Granville and Mr. Bones in the Belmont 
Stakes and Classic Stakes. In two seasons he 
won seven races, was six times second, four 
times fourth, won $104,045. 

Hollyrood is the best horse by High Cloud, 
son of Ultimus—-Umbra, by Ben Brush, second 
dam the grand mare *Sundown, by Springfield. 
High Cloud, an exceptionally fast racer (he still 
holds the American record of 1:30 for 7's fur- 
longs), was never prominent on the sire list 
until Hollyrood made him so in 1935 and 1936, 
but he has done very well, considering his limited 
use. He has not been represented by large num- 
bers of foals, nor has he had access to many 
of the best sort of mares. But at the end of 1936 
his 141 foals (including those which did not race 
at all) had won an average of $5,073, a high 
figure. In one year, 1933, he had seven foals, 
of which three were stakes winners. That was 
the crop to which Hollyrood belonged. The pre- 
vious year High Cloud had stood at Mr. Head- 
ley’s Beaumont Farm, Lexington. He is now 
at L. A. Moseley’s farm at Hopkinsville, Ky. 

*Mandy Hamilton, dam of Hollyrood, was an 
exceptional broodmare. She was 20 years old 
when Hollyrood was foaled, and he was her last 
offspring, in fact, her only foal since 1927 to 
live to racing age. Her earlier produce had in- 
cluded the good stakes winner and sire Supremus, 
the grand stakes-winning mare Handy Mandy, 
the winners Lee Adrin and Hamilton (30 wins). 
The prepotency of *Mandy Hamilton for good 
racing quality is shown by the fact that she pro- 
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duced, in Handy Mandy, the best race mare, 
excepting possibly Helen’s Babe, sired by *Brown 
Prince II; in Supremus the best race _ horse, 
excepting Luke McLuke, sired by Ultimus; in 

Hollyrood the best racer by High Cloud. 
*Mandy Hamilton won the Ashland Oaks and 
was second in the Kentucky Oaks, and her pedi- 
gree is exceptionally good. She was sired by 
Swynford’s sire John o’ Gaunt, and her dam was 
My Sweetheart, by Galeazzo out of Lady Chan- 
cellor, by Bona Vista. My Sweetheart produced 
three other winners, and her dam, Lady Chan- 
cellor, was dam of five stakes winners in Eng- 
land, including the St. Leger winner Challacomhe, 
But regardless of her pedigree, *Mandy Hamilton 
has shown by her own breeding record how 
strong a force she is.

The Ragamuffins 

N a six-furlong race at Ak-Sar-Ben July 3, 

the winner was Tonagar, a gelding by Raga- 
muffin out of Raganot, by Ragamuffin. Inbreed- 
ing of this sort is extremely rare in these latter 
days of the Turf. 

Tonagar is a 4-year-old, and the race just men- 
tioned was his second start, his first win. He has 
not started since. His sire, Ragamuffin, foaled 
in 1918, was by Friar Rock out of the good 
mare Kiluna, Kai-Sang’s dam. Apparently un- 
sound, he raced at two, three, four, and six 
eight starts altogether—-without ever finishing in 
the money. He is the sire of 66 registered foals, 
of which only five have won races, including 
Tonagar. Inbreeding with such a basis is not 
likely to be attempted many times— it is too 
expensive.

HEN Apogee’s sister Zenith won last week 

she became the twentieth 2-year-old by 
*“Pharamond II to win a race this year, giving 
the Beaumont Farm stallion a more secure hold 
on his lead in number of 2-year-old winners. 
Closest to him at present are *Sir Gallahad III, 
with 16 winners; “Royal Minstrel, with 14; 
Transmute, with 13; Infinite, with 11. 

*‘Pharamond IT had 36 registered foals of 1935, 
more than any other stallion listed in the annual 
supplement to the American Stud Book. Two of 
them died, however, before the book was pub- 
lished, leaving him with 34 living 2-year-olds, the 
same number as Peter Hastings. No _ other 
American stallion has as many 2-year-olds this 
season. 

On four occasions only in the previous history 
of American racing has a stallion been repre- 
sented by as many as 20 2-year-old winners in 
the same season. The record of 27 winners was 
set by the get of *Star Shoot in 1916. *Light 
Brigade had 20 winners in 1924, *Omar Khayyam 
had 20 in 1925, and *Donnacona had 21 in 1926. 
(Sweep, Ballot, and Wise Counsellor are the 
only American-bred stallions which ever sired 
as many as 19 2-year-old winners in one season.) 

The phenomenal record of 27 winners credited 
to *Star Shoot apparently was deliberately 
planned by the late John E. Madden. I have 
heard the story that Mr. Madden had wagered 
that “Star Shoot would be represented by 25 2- 
year-old winners in one season, and that he bred 
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the son of Isinglass to seventy-cdd mares in 1913 
in order to win his point. Whether this is true 
I do not know, but it is a part of the record 
that there were 52 registered foals of 1914 by 
‘Star Shoot and that 27 of them won in 1916. 
No great horses were among them. The biggest 
winner among them at two earned $6,040. The 
best known names among them were Star Master, 
Fairy Wand, Priscilla, and Fox Trot. Two years 
earlier another Madden stallion, “Ogden, had set 
a vecord of 19 2-year-old winners, breaking the 
previous record of 18, set in 1910 by Cesarion. 

The largest number of 2-year-olds by *Phara- 
mond II to win in any previous season was 12, 
in 1986, when he was represented by 19 registered 
foals. Not including the present 2-year-olds, 
*“Pharamond II has had 90 registered foals to 
reach racing age, the oldest of which are now 
seven. Thirty-seven of these, or 41 per cent, won 
races at two, and 23 others won at three or later. 
Thus 60 of *Pharamond II's 90 foals, or 67 per 
cent, have won to date, still not counting the 
1935 crop of foals, now 2-year-olds. Ten of the 
90 have won stakes races: Pharatime, High Glee, 
Allen Z., Whopper, Tinkling Brook, Dusky Prince, 
Pegotty Ann, Apogee, Clingendaal, and Clodion. 
From the current crop of 2-year-olds, Menow, 
Cross Keys, and Creole Maid are stakes winners. 

While we are on the subject of *Pharamond 
II, I should like to correct an error which ap- 
peared in connection with the Futurity story in 
last week’s issue. *Pharamond II is owned by 
the Beauside Stud, Inc., of which Hal Price 
Headley owns three-fourths, and C. J. Fitz 
Gerald one-fourth. The division was given incor- 
rectly last week as two-thirds and one-third. 
From Mr. Headley I learn also that the story of 
last week exaggerated the number of mares he 
owns. He now has 388 Thoroughbred mares, and 
says this is the largest number he has ever 
owned at one time. 


Happy Time 


N the matter of percentage of winners the 

High Time stallion Happy Time has a re- 
markable record. Happy Time, standing at the 
Labrot family’s Holly Beach Stud at Annapolis, 
Md., has been in the stud since 1929, but has had 
to play second fiddle to other stallions throughout 
his stud career. As a result he has never had 
more than 10 foals in cne year and has had only 
47 foals to reach racing age. But 41 of these 47 
are winners, or 87 per cent-—-and these figures 
include his 1937 2-year-olds, of which five out 
of eight have won. Twenty-seven of his 47 foals 
were winners at two, and three of them are 
stakes winners. 

In Happy Time’s first crop (1930) there were 
10 foals, and nine of them have won. The second 
crop of six foals had four winners. Every one of 
the next three crops were winners, nine foals of 
1932, six of 1938, eight of 1934. And five of the 
eight feals of 1935 have won this year as 2- 
year-olds. 

If the 1937 2-year-olds are omitted from con- 
sideration Happy Time has sired only three 
horses which failed to win. One of these, Gay 
Day, foaled in 1930, died as a 3-year-old after 
having raced only once. The other two were in 
the 1931 crop. One of them, Arcadias Pet, did 
not race. The other, Available, ran three times 
unplaced at two. 

Until further notice Happy Time holds a record. 


NEW YORK 


JAMAICA 
HA through its fall program with the racing 
of October 9, Jamaica seems certain to have 
a profitable meeting, as all other New York tracks 
have had this year. Cloudy weather cut the 
crowd slightly for the Saturday racing, but the 
track remained fast, and very good racing was 
offered. Rough Time, among the speedier 3-year- 
olds of the season, failed to take the stakes 
feature, going under to Deliberator, to which he 
was giving two pounds actual weight, six pounds 
by the scale. Four other non-claiming races were 
offered during the day, the first and last races 
being the only claiming affairs. Two-year-old 
maiden fillies contested the second event, the win- 
ner being Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark's Slattern, by 
“Teddy. An all-age event, at one mile and 70 
vards, went to W. E. Caskey’s Royal Sortie, a 3- 
year-old, with the *Sir Gallahad III colt Ron 
doing best of the 2-year-olds in the race, finishing 
third. Another event for maiden 2-year-old fillies 
was the fourth race, won by Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
home-bred Annie Reigh, by Reigh Count. A Class 
D handicap for 3-year-olds and up completed the 
non-claiming portion of the card, was won by Mrs. 
C. Oliver Iselin’s Shining Sun, a 4-year-old by Sun 
Edwin. On October 12 C. S. Howard's Seabiscuit 
won the $10,000 added Continental Handicap, 
made himself leading money winner of the year. 
The current week is the last of the Jamaica 
meeting, and on October 18 Empire City will begin 
the 12-day meeting which finishes off the New 
York season, most successful in recent years. 
Five stakes, topped by the $7,500 added Yorktown 
Handicap, at 1!, miles, are included in the Empire 
City program. The New Rochelle Handicap, for 
all ages, will be run on opening day, and on the 
first Saturday the Ardsley ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds) and the Yorktown will be offered.

BEATH OF OGDEN MILLS 


Ogden L. Mills, capitalist, former Secretary of 
the Treasury, and part owner of the Wheatley 
Stable, died of a heart attack at his home in 
New York City Mcnday, October 11. His death 
was quite unexpected, as he had apparently been 
in gocd health except for a slight illness. He 
was 53 years old. 

Mr. Millis had been prominent in Republican 
politics for many years. He was an able financier, 
and held high positions in the directorate of 
numerous big corporations. 

His interest in racing came to him through 
his father, the late Ogden Mills, Sr., who estab- 
lished a racing stable in France late in life. 
Befcre the death of his father the younger Ogden 
Mills and his sister, Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, 
had established in America the Wheatley Stable, 
which has had numerous good horses, including 
Diavelo and Seabiscuit’s sire Hard Tack. An- 
other sister, Lady Granard (Beatrice Mills) has 
a stable prominent on the French Turf, having 
taken over the horses of her father after his 
death in 1929 

After Mr. Mills and Mrs. Phipps became in- 
terested in racing in the middle ‘twenties, largely 
through their friendship with the late Harry 
Payne Whitney, their Thoroughbred holdings in- 
creased steadily until this year the Wheatley 
Stable owned nearly a hundred horses. There 
are 14 horses in training, and 19 yearlings at the 
Aqueduct race track for the winter. There are 
about 20 weanlings, about 30 mares, and the 
stallions Hard Tack and Diavolo. Most of the 
breeding stock is bearded at Arthur B. Hancock's 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky.

GOOD-SIZED crowd came out for Laurel

RHODE ISLAND 

UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES 

HE Narragansett Park situation apparently 

reached its crisis over last week-end, and it 
now seems very likely that there will be no fail 
meeting at the Pawtucket track. During the 
week there were continued attacks, by the O'Hara 
paper, the Star-Tribune, against the Quinn ad- 
ministration. Charges of ‘“shakedowns" for the 
Quinn election funds, questions of “how many 
Quinns and their relatives are now on the public 
payroll,” and pleas that 75 college students could 
not continue their educations if their jobs at 
Narragansett Park were removed, were only a 
part of the attacks. Racing was mentioned only 
in passing, and indeed the fight in Narragansett 
Park is not between racing and non-racing inter- 
ests, but between two political forces, one of whom 
is in control of a race track. 

But out of the welter of political accusation and 
counter-accusation came on October 11 the one 
fact which was of interest to the racing public. 
On that day Governor Quinn ordered the closing 
of Narragansett Park, saying he took the step be- 
cause the Narragansett Racing Association had 
taken no action against its managing director, 
Walter E. O'Hara, and had not complied with the 
orders of the Racing Commission. Said the Gov- 
ernor: “I order the race track closed. Under no 
circumstances will I permit the fall meeting to be 
run.”’ 

Hard on the heels of this ultimatum came news 
that General Manager Lou Smith, of Rockingham 
Park, had asked for a 18-day extension of the 
current meeting at the Salem track. 
CANADA 
LONG BRANCH 

EXT to the last of the Canadian meetings of 

this season is that which opened October 6 at 
Long Branch, Toronto, for seven days of racing. 
Dufferin Park, opening October 16 and running 
seven days, will bring the season to a close. Long 
Branch did not offer a stakes event on its Satur- 
day program, featured a $1,000 overnight handi- 
cap, which was won by Mrs. T. Stevenson's Kings- 
bury, a 4-year-old son of Jean Valjean.

OOD weather through last week enabled Rock- 

ingham Park to pull slightly farther ahead of 
its 1936 fall meeting in the matter of pari-mutuel 
play. The six days ending October 9 had a total 
turnover of $1,573,628, an average of $262,271. 
This brought the total for the 18 days of the meet- 
ing to $4,683,445, a daily average of $260,191, 
some $30,000 daily ahead of the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the 1936 fall meeting. 
The current week is the last of the scheduled 
meeting, and with the Columbus Day holiday to 
assist it, the meeting is almost certain to be a 
highly profitable one. General Manager Lou Smith 
has asked to extend the Rockingham Park season 
three weeks since Narragansett Park has heen 
ordered closed.

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LEXINGTON FALL SALES 


FORE the opening of the Lexington Fall 

Sales the general opinion among horsemen 
was that the market would be no better than 
in 1956, possibly not as good. Half-way through 
the tirst sale, that of Monday morning, October 
11, it seemed this was a pessimistic outlook, 
for the mares offered by Willis Sharpe Kilmer 
were Selling well ahead of the offerings from 


the same consignor in 1936. But as a horseman 
remarked when Auctioneer Doc Bond had sold 


a few lots from the main catalogue, the market 
suddenly went down after the Kilmer mares were 
sold. 

With the first three sessions accounted for, the 
general average was $696 a head, as compared 
with $942 in the previous year. A part of this 
drop seemed attributable to the fact that there 
were considerably more weanlings offered than 
in the first three sales last year, these being 
generally much lower priced than broodmares or 
yearlings. But another factor seemed the stock 
itself, which was generally not of the highest 
quality, and most ccnsignors seemed satisfied 
with the prices they received. The following 
table shows the distribution of money in the 
various categories, with comparative figures for 
the first three sales in 1936:

TIME, 22 YEARS 


One day in July, 1915, several car loads of 
Thoroughbred horses were moving north through 
Ohio, cn their way from Latonia to points in 
Canada. A storm gathered, accompanied by a 
very high wind. In the midst of the storm some 
of the cars were derailed, several horses killed, 
and others injured, the injured including the good 
horse Blind Baggage. 

Suit against the Adams Express Company, 
which was shipping the horses, were filed by 
Col. E. R. Bradley, who asked $200,000 damages; 
W. R. Seamster and George L. Arvin, who sought 
$20,000; William Hurley, who sued for $20,000; 
and W. W. Darden, of Nashville, Tenn. The suits 
dragged on until the plaintiffs lost interest, but 
lawyers continued the battle. In 1921 the Darden 
suit was settled. In 1932 a jury was impaneled 
in the United States District Court at Nashville 
to hear the other three cases. The jury found 
that the accident was caused by an act of God 
(that is, a windstorm), not by defective equip- 
ment. 

On Menday, October 11, 1937, the Supreme 
Court of the United States refused to review the 
judgment of the Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Running time, 22 years.

SINGING SAMMY RENICK 
By ARTFUL 

INGING SAMMY RENICK did not get his 

education around the leaky roof circuit as 
many cf our leading riders have done, but staried 
in on the “Big Time.” 
It was by mere chance 
that his career on the 
Turf began, when he 
landed in New Orleans 
in the winter of 1926. 
Sammy always had a 
yen for the stage, and 
he ran away from home 
at the age of 138 to fol- 


low the bright lights. 
He thumbed his way 
towards the Crescent 
City, doing bits for 


various houses en route, 
Arriving in New Orle- 
ans, he got a job danc- 
ing at Loew’s Crescent 
Theatre. He was, however, stopped by the au- 
thorities for being under age. People had told 
him he was just the right build and weight to 
make a rider. Sammy was broke and far from 
home, so he decided to try his luck on the Turf. 
The first morning he went to the track he landed 
a job, going to work as stable boy for Joe Bauer. 

“This,” he says, “was the first time I ever 
saw a Thoroughbred.”’ It was a month later that 
he became connected with Robert A. Smith, with 
whom he stayed about five years. “Bob,” he adds, 
“practically raised me,’ and there is no one on 
the Turf of whom he thinks more highly than 
this veteran trainer, who took him as a youngster 
and taught him the rudiments of race riding. 
For about a year and a half Sammy worked 
as exercise boy, getting his education under the 
eye of Bob Smith. 

The first time Singing Sammy joined a post 
parade was May 15, 1928, at Jamaica, in the 
sixth race, a mile and 70 yards. Astride *Fran- 
cais, a 9-year-old chestnut son of Nimbus, be- 
longing to the Sunnyland Stable, he finished 
ninth in a field of eleven. Rhyme and Reason, 
ridden by George Rose, was the winner. After 
riding in the neighborhood of 50 races that sum- 
mer, he gained his first brackets November 26 
at Bowie, astride Thymon, a brother to Spinach, 
owned by George B. Foley. As they crossed the 
wire he was on top by three lengths. 

That winter Trainer Smith sent Sammy to 
Miami to free lance and gain experience. When 
he arrived back in Maryland the following spring 
he began riding winners. At this time Mr. Smith 
was training for Audley Farm and Jeff Living- 
ston, and aiso had some horses for his own ac- 
count. For the next two years Sammy rode 
around the major tracks, working for Bob Smith 
and getting numerous outside mounts, working 
his way steadily upward in the jockey ranks. 
Jefferson Livingston died February 9, 1931, and 
Mr. Smith did not have many horses in his string, 
so it was shortly after this that Sammy went 
to free lancing. He later joined the stable of 
W. M. Moore, New York contractor. Among 
those in the string were the handy horses 
Danour and Billour. Astride Danour, young Ren- 
ick accounted for the Saranac Handicap in 1931. 
Danour broke his maiden in this race, after hav- 
ing been second nine consecutive times. That 
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day he beat A La Carte, Surf Board, and Mate, 
among others. 


Renick stayed with Moore during one season, 
having good success with him. That winter he 
once more greeted the flamingoes in the Hialeah 
Park infield, free lancing during the Florida 
meetings. After this, the black eyed youngster 
received an offer from Howard Oots, and stayed 
with him during the summer of 1933, riding 
around Kentucky and Chicago. 

It was in the fall of 1934 that Sammy signed 
with Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, and his real suc- 
cess began the following spring when he went to 
work for him. The best horse he ever rode, and 
the one nearest to his heart was Good Gamble. 
“She was,” he ruminated, “a beautifully built mare 
of medium size. Always anxious at the barrier, 
she could run like a streak, and had a smooth 
way of going. You could take her to the front, 
or she would come from behind.” But Sammy 
preferred to let her make her own pace when 
ever possible. Mr. Vanderbilt bought the daughter 
of Chance Play and Triangle from M. L. Schwartz 
for $3,500, and in doing so picked up a bargain, 
for Good Gamble went on to win the Acorn 
Stakes, Potomac, Saranac, and Aqueduct Handi- 
caps, and Test Stakes in 1935, and was third to 
Black Helen and Bloodroot in the Coaching Club 
American Oaks. The following year she accounted 
for the Queens County Handicap, and was sec- 
ond in the Brooklyn to her stablemate Discovery. 
Sammy was in the pilot house on each of these 
occasions. This spring her career was brought 
to an untimely end, down on the Vanderbilt 
farm in Maryland. One morning, while working, 
she hit her left hip on the inside rail, fracturing 
it, and had to be destroyed. This hit Sammy,

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and needless to say, young Vanderbilt, pretty 
hard, for she was a game mare and had en- 
deared herself to the hearts of many. Identify 
and Airflame are two others which Sammy con- 
siders among the best he has ridden. 

Sammy has booted home plenty of winners at 
big odds. Among the outstanding ones were, he 
says, Catherine Fox at 124 to 1, Windswept at 
100 to 1, Lee Rosenberg’s Faux Pas at $98.60 
for $2, and he brought home Good Gamble one day 
at 30 to 1. Last year Sammy rode 68 winners, 
86 seconds, and was 62 times third. Compare 
this with his 1932 record of 26 winners, 31 sec- 
onds, and 36 thirds, and his 1931 record of 14 
firsts, and 29 seconds, with an equal amount of 
thirds, and it can readily be seen how he has 
steadily climbed the ladder. Other stakes races 
to his credit are the Jerome Handicap and York- 
town Handicap, 1935 aboard Good Harvest, the 
Metropolitan of 1936 astride the same horse, the 
Paumonok of 1934 on Some Pomp, the Shevlin 
of 1936 on Gean Canach, the Continental Handi- 
cap of 1936 on Count Arthur, and the Nursery 
Stakes No. 1 on Goya. 

Any morning when you chance to be a railbird, 
and you see a set go by with a little dark-haired 
rider, singing as he gallops, that will be Sammy 
Renick, for Sammy laughs his way through life, 
with a song on his lips, and a song in his heart. 
He hopes, he says to continue riding for another 
10 years. There seems no reason why this wish 
should not be fulfilled. He is of light build and 
small in stature, and shouldn’t have much trouble 
in the battle with weight. Sammy is still a 
youngster. He was born in May, 1913, in New 
York City. He comes from a Russian family, his 
father having left college in Odessa to make his 
way in the “land of the free.’’ There are three 
children in the Renick family, all boys, two of 
whom have fallen under the spell of the Turf. 
Joe Renick, Sammy’s brother, is himself a well 
known rider. Sammy is a likeable boy, and suc- 
cess has not turned his head. He is devoted to 
his mother, and this year brought her to Saratoga 
with him. He has a vivid personalty, and a keen 
sense of humor, and is never at loss for a come- 
back. One of our best lightweight riders, he tips 
the scales at about 104. He is a good post boy, 
and is seldom caught napping when the barrier 
is sprung. In addition to this he has plenty of 
guts, and is not afraid to go through an open- 
ing, and this is one of the essential requirements 
of a first-class rider. Although his was not a 
spectacular rise to fame, he has plugged along 
the harder route and got there just the same. 
DATE 

Possibly the best race which could be scheduled 
this season is one which would match the 3-year- 
old champion War Admiral against the handicap 
leader Seabiscuit. From Pimlico comes news that 
both are eligible for the $10,000 added Riggs 
Handicap, which will be run November 5. Calu- 
met Dick, Count Morse, Unfailing, Clingendaal, 
War Minstrel, and Count Arthur are also in the 
Riggs.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS 


By THE BRITON 


Gamble on Dan Bulger 

ONDON, September 27.--Dwarfing every rac- 

ing topic just now is the Cambridgeshire 
Stakes (to be run October 13), on the result of 
which depends the biggest general gamble of re- 
cent years. This nine-furlong Newmarket Handi- 
cap is always a fine betting race, but in a long ex- 
perience I have never known anything approach- 
ing the gigantic gamble on Dan Bulger, not even 
when the race was the second leg of the autumn 
double and a lot of covering money had to be 
placed. The public, following the inspired lead, 
have backed Dan Bulger to win his second Cam- 
bridgeshire much as they did Golden Miller to 
win a second Grand National in 1935. On that 
occasion “The Miller’ started at the ridiculous 
price of 2 to 1 against to beat a crack field in the 
most hazardous race in the world. On October 13, 
Dan Bulger, opposed by the cream of our handi- 
cap exponents, and conceding weight to most of 
them, is likely to start at about 9 to 2 or less. 
And woe betide those bookmaking firms which 
are not founded on rock if Sir Abe Bailey’s 4-year- 
old wins! 

This great Dan Bulger gamble was started at 
the Ayr meeting, up to which time the business on 
the race had been lighter than usual. A shrewd 
confederacy got busy among the fearless gamblers 
who operate at the chief Scottish meetings, and 
after being accommodated for transactions to 
win £20,000, the odds shrank from 20’s to 16's 
down to 100 to 8, accepted to win a further £10,- 
000, followed by another £3,000 to £300 booked. 
Afterwards the same individuals switched over 
to the Cesarewitch and staked so confidently over 
Punch that layers found themselves floundering 
out of their depth, by incurring liabilities to the 
extent of £30,000 in addition to doubles over Dan 
Bulger and Punch in the aggregate to win up- 
wards of £100,000. What effect the success of Dan 
Bulger will have on Punch in the sensitive Cesare- 
witch market can be readily imagined. 

The business over Dan Bulger at Ayr was the 
prelude of what was to follow. There has been no 
check in the flow of money for the favorite, and 
although many others in a particularly high- 
class field have been backed for fair sums, these 
investments go only a very little way towards 
making the books “round.” As I write, the offer 
is 9 to 1 against Dan Bulger, 22 to 1 bar one. In 
offering nines the bookmakers are just gambling 
against the favorite. If all the money placed in 
the ante-post books could be pooled in tote fashion, 
I doubt if the dividend against Dan Bulger would 
be much more than 6 to 4. 

As last year, T. Weston will have the mount on 
Sir Abe Bailey's horse. A different plan has been 
adopted in the training of Dan Bulger compared 
with his two and three year old days. Then he 
thrived on racing, and came to his best in the 
autumn, after many public outings. Up to date 
this year he has been out only once, when beating 
Daytona over the Hunt Cup course at Ascot. He 
is in a race at Newmarket this week, and it may 
be deemed advisable to give him the benefit of 
a sharpening up spin with the colors on, but from 
all I hear, the son of Bulger has never been any- 
thing like the horse he is at present. My informa- 
tion is from the fountain head, and it is to the 
effect that all connected with the stable consider 
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that he is “home and dried,”’ so great has been 
the improvement he has made since last back-end. 
Personally, I cannot believe that he represents 
such a good thing as last year. On all that the 
book shows he is weighted up to the hilt, but in 
view of the stable confidence, and knowing the 
people who have backed him to win fortunes, it 
would be folly on my part to oppose him. My 
prediction is that Dan Bulger will win from Fair- 
play and Le Bambino.

Cesarewitch Outlook 

AST week's racing was of interest chiefly for 

its Cesarewitch trials. In the Stayers’ Handi- 
cap (two miles) at Gatwick, Fet made his first 
appearance since his Ascot Stakes failure. The 
grey looked remarkably well, but is still probably 
short of a few gallops, and the betting did not 
indicate that he was greatly fancied. He was 
beaten a head by the hurdler, Elmstead, which he 
was conceding nine pounds, with moderate horses 
behind. It seemed to me that the apprentice, H. 
Sprague, could not get Fet on the stretch as Rich- 
ardson does. The grey is a sluggish sort of horse 
which needs a lot of driving, and I very much 
doubt if Sprague will be able to give him the 
necessary help over the tiring Cesarewitch course. 
The connections are hoping to get A. Richardson 
again, but this strong lightweight has had half a 
dozen other fancied mounts offered, including the 
reigning favorite, Sir Abe Bailey’s Maranta. Up 
to date Richardson has not been released by Lord 
Harewood, who may decide to run Queen's Shil- 
ling in the Cesarewitch. 

There were 19 runners for the Newbury Au- 
tumn Cup (2!, miles), and the form has an im- 
portant bearing on the Cesarewitch outlook. Sir 
Abe Bailey ran two, Earthstopper, the favorite, 
and Severino, a 20-to-1 chance. In a desperate 
finish. Severino dead-heated with R. Tree's 
Dytchley, from Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort’s stable, 
with Solar Bear three parts of a length away 
third. Other big race candidates finished in the 
following order: Earthstopper fifth, Fox Star 
sixth, and Miss Windsor, Carioca, Nightcap III, 
Fairlead, British Quota, and Euclid II not in the 
first nine. 

Severino is not in the Cesarewitch, and Dytchley 
incurs a 10-pound penalty which puts him out of 
court. I think that Solar Bear, which R. A. Jones 
rides at Newmarket, will beat all that ran for 
this Newbury Cup, and consider that Gil Bennett's 
charge ran the best of trials. But it is clear that 
if Sir Abe Bailey has a better than Earthstopper 
in Maranta, Foxfield, or Weathervane, he has a 
very bright chance of winning the great race on 
October 27. Another indirect pointer from the 
Newbury contest is for Marshall Field’s Signature, 
a stablemate of Dytchley’s.

The Irish St. Leger 
NE other racing event of recent days calls for 
comment—the Irish St. Leger at The Curragh. 
We sent two challengers across for this prize, the 
Middleham-trained Owenstown, a grey colt by 
Apron, owned by Sir Thomas Dixon, and the 
Whatcombe-trained Senor, which had _ finished 
fifth in the Doncaster St. Leger. In a very slowly 
run race, Owenstown won by a couple of lengths 
from Senor, with three Irish colts behind. As 
an indication of the crawl, it should be mentioned 
that the Doncaster classic, which is run over a 
slightly longer course, was won by Chulmleigh 
in 3:07!;, which is well outside the record. Owens- 
town's time at The Curragh was 3:164;. Maybe, in 
a more truly run race, Senor would have made a 
better show, but as the form stands we certainly 
cannot be enthusiastic about the Cesarewitch pros- 
pects of W. Barnett’s 3-year-old, even though he 
will have a big-race specialist, P. Maher, as his 
jockey.

The colt was found to be suffering from a severe 
attack of colic, and as a guide for the future, 
The Curragh form can be erased from the book.

Omaha is one of the greatest Thoroughbreds produced in America in the last decade. 
As a 2-year-old he was started nine times, won one race; and was four times second, earn- 
ing $3,850. His seconds included the Sanford Stakes, Champagne Stakes, and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes. Although not a stakes winner at two, Omaha was regarded as an outstanding 
juvenile. In all his races he finished strong, showing a liking for a distance, and he was 
recognized as a colt with great potentialities.

At three, Omaha became the outstanding horse of the year. He won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer, Classic Stakes (in which he set a new track record of 2:0125), 
was second in the Withers Stakes, third in Wood Memorial Stakes, and the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap (to Discovery and King Saxon). He was never unplaced in nine starts at three, and 
earned $142,255. 


Omaha was sent to England as a 4-year-old, with the Ascot Gold Cup as his major 
objective. He won the Victor Wild Stakes (1! miles under 129 pounds), and the Queen’s 
Plate (two miles under 130) in preparation for the Gold Cup race. In the latter race he 
was beaten a nose by Quashed, and was also second in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. Omaha 
was to have made a second attempt in the Gold Cup this year, but a slight training difficulty 
caused him to be declared out of the race. In three years of racing Omaha started 22 times, 
| was nine times first, seven times second, two times third, and earned a total of $154,755. 


Flambino was a stakes winner (Gazelle Stakes), and also produced the winners McDon- 
ald H., Flamborough, Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New Hampshire, Continental Handicaps, placed 
in eight other stakes), and Flares, a full brother to Omaha and winner of Newmarket, Bur- 
well, Princess of Wales, Dullingham Stakes, Ormonde Plate. These are her first five foals.
